Bold Kidnappers Spirit Away Little

THE MARAUDERS GET FRIGHTENED AND

Happily Rescued and Retufmed to His

Mr. Waterbury was home, having but just 
returned from his trip to Miller’s bridge, 
where he had been summoned by the letter 
signed River Boys, making an appoint- 
ment there with him. He had gone alone to 
the spot in accordance with the demands of 
the letter writers. After remaing there un- 
til after 1:30 this morning he came to the con- 
clusion that the kidnappers had been fright- 
ened away and did notcome, Then he drove 
homeward. 

The father and mother were endeavoring to 
console each other in their misery early this 
morning when the door-bell rang and John 
Close entered with the missing boy. As Mr. 
Waterbury opened the door in answer to the 
ring, Ward sprang into his father’s arms and 
then into his mother’s, who had followed her 
husband to the door. There was a very affect- 


ing scene.

| OPTION DEALINGS. 


Testimony Before the Committee on 
Agriculture, 


PRODUCERS AT THE MERCY OF GRAIN 
SPECULATORS, 


Millions of Bushels Sold That Do Not Ex- 
ist-Telling Points Gathered From a 
¥Yarmer—Congressional Proceedings — 
Chinese Exclusion Bill Reported— 
Washington News, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 8.—The House 
Committee on Agriculture this morning 
heard arguments on the bill introduced by 
Mr. Hatch of Missouri, Gefining options and 
futures and imposing special taxes there- 
on. C. Woods Davis, a farmer, represent- 
ing the Board of Trade of Wichita, Kan., said 
that since 1880, the prices in farm products 
had been low, and the prices in wheat 
had continued to shrink. He said 
that the depression caused him to look 
into transportation rates and he had found 
them to be in favorof the American farmer. 
He thought that the tari enhanced the 
value of farm products, but Ne had found in 
the last ten years a system of board of trade 
selling of fictitious products. The system of 
short selling has become a growing disturb- 
ing factor and he had been told 
by a Chicago banker that there 
was more money tied up in 
margin salesthan could pay for moving the 
entire crops. He thought that there was too 
much pork barrelled for speculation which 
got old and as a consequence sold cheap and 
the only people whocould eat it were the 
negroes on the cotton plantations. The 
wheat sold on the Board of Trade of New 
York in one year equalied the production of 
the world and there were 28 boards of trade.

Mr. Leech, baving answered in the nega- 
tive a question of Mr. Stone as to whether 
any European paper money was based on 
silver, Mr. Bland inquired if he held that 
there was no country in Europe where paper 
money was based on silver. 

Mr. Leech’s response was, that there was 
no country in Europe where the paper money 
was redeemable solely insilver. Mr. Bland 
read from Secretary Windom’s report stat- 
ing that the Bank of France had issued many 
millions of notes based on gold and silver 
deposits and also where other countries had 
outsimiiar notes. Mr. Leech insisted that 
his answer had been with reference to silver 
notes alone. 

Mr. Williams of Illinois called attention to 
the fact that Mr. Leech had said there was 
no country except the United States where 
notes were based on silver, and asked ifthe 
European countries and the United states 
were not on the same basis in this respect.

Trial of the Suit for Henry G. Soulard’s 
Estate. 


A CASE IN WHICH NUMEROUS 5ST. 
LOUISANS ARE INTERESTED. 


Four Grandchildren Endeavoring to Have 
the Will Set Aside—The Domestic 
Troubles of James and Frances McGuire 
—Beveral Rulings on Railway Con- 
demnation Proceedings. 


The suit to contest the will of the late 
Henry G. Soulard was called in Judge Val- 
liant’s court this morning and a special jury 
ordered to try the case. Mr. Soulard died 
Feb. 16, 1891, leaving an estate valued at $500, - 
000. His will was admitted to probate Feb. 
20, 1891, Joseph Soulard Lamotte qualifying 
as executor without bond. In his will Mr. 
Soulard left about one-fourth of his estate to 
Joseph Soulard Lamotte and his sister, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Patterson Lamotte Cates, the 
grandchildren ofa sister of Mr. Soulard’s 
wife. The remainder of the estate was left 
to Mr. Soulard’s heirs at law, 
who were the descendants of his 
two deceased brothers, Gaston Soulard and 
Benjamin A. Soulard. It was provided in 
the willl that a life interest in the portion 
left to his brothers’ heirs was vested in his 
brothers’ children, the property to go to 
their children at their death.

A Messenger’s Escape—An Unknown 
Man Killed on the Iron Mountain. 

Mail car No. 40f the Fast Mail train, No. 7, 
which arrives in the city every morning at 
1:45 o’clock, Jumped the tracks at a switch in 
the railroad yards at Tenth street this morn- 
ing, when pulling into the depot, and collided 
with the baggage car of the Kansas City, 
Chicago & Alton train. The Chicago & Alton 
train was on a track adjoining that on which 


the Fast Mail comes in, and is one of the first 
trains out in the morning. Near the 
end of the train was a switch 
which must have slipped or moved 
after the engine passed over it as tbe mail 
car of the fast mail left the rail at this point 
and swerved several feet toward the baggage 
car. The car was not moving very rapidly, 
but the shock was sufficient to smash both 
ends of the baggage car and damage it to 
such an extent that it had to be sent to the 
repair shops. 

‘he most remarkable feature of the collision 
was the miraculous escape from death of the 
messenger or baggage man who Slept in the 
ruined baggage car. As he remains in St. 
Louis only a few hours he makes his 
berth in his car and sleeps there 
until it is time to leave in the morning. For 
almost a year he had made his berth in the 
east end of the car against the wall, but last 
night he slept about six feet from ttie wall at 
the west end of the car. 

„1 don’t Know what made me doit, he 
said, but when I was making up my ‘bunk 
for my usual nap, I was suddenly seized with 
a dislike forthe east end of thatcar. I made 
up my bunk, howévef, and was about to lte 
down when 1 looked at the west end of the 
car and it seemed more comfortable. I 
moved the cot over: there and went to sleep. 
I’m giad I did now. 

The messenger has reason to congratulate 
himself, The east end of the car, where it was 
struck bythe miail car, was badly shattered 
and torn and had he been asleep against the 
east wall he would no doubt have been killed 
by the shock. The west endof the car was 
not so badly wrecked. As it was, he was 
thrown with great force to the floor and 
Romped about at a lively rate before he could 
regain his feet. He says he thinks his 
guardian angel had something to do with his 
moods last night, 


An Unknown Man Killed. 

An unknown man was run over and killed 
at9;30 o’clock this morning, by the Arcadia 
accommodation of the Iron Mountain road, 
engine No. 352, one-hAlf mile below Meramec 


street. The man was walking east toward 
the track along Aa roa from a 
quarry. The engineer, Wuünam Paul, 
said that he saw the man when he 
was within fifteen feet of the track, and the 
whistle of the engine was Dilown. The man 
did not seem to hear the warning note, but 
ke pt on. The pilot bars of the engine dashed 
him to 1 r ground. The train was stopped, 
and Dr. D. Nifong of Ironton, who was on 
board, A the man’s injuries. It was 
found that he received a rupture of 
the base of the skull, probably from the fall. 
Nobody knew who he was and hé bore the 
appearance ofa tramp. He was still alive, 
and was taken in the bagwage car to the 
Chouteau avenue depot. He died shortly 
after, and the body was turned over tothe 
city authorities,

THE ESSENTIAL POINT. 


It will be a sorry result to the lesson of 
the Sarah street horror if the matter is per- 
mitted to close with the Coroner’s verdict 
censuring the Wabash railroad for violat- 
ing an obsolete ordinance limiting the 
speed ofrailroad trains to six miles an 
hour within the city limits. 

That ordinance is violated hourly and 
should be amended to allow of more rea- 
sonable spee l. The speed may be greatly 
increased without danger to the public if 
the railroad companies see that the surface 


street crossings are properly guarded. Had 


there been a guard at the Sarah street 


crossing no accident would have happened 
to the sleighing party if the Wabash train 


had been running at the rate of forty miles 
This matter of compelling the 
railroads in return for the valuable privi- 
lege of crossing the streets to insure the 
safety of the people by maintaining day 
and night guards at grade crogsings is the 
essential point and inheres ip the rights of 
the community. 

If any legislation is necessary to enforce 
this right the Municipal Assembly should 
see to it at once. The responsibility for 
accidents arising from insufficient safe- 
guards at surface crossings must be placed, 
without possibility of escape through legal 
technicality, upon the railroads.

LIGHT FOR THAT CELLAR. 

In shame and confusion last night the 
Council backed down from its previous 
resolution to whitewash ZIEGENHEIN at 
all hazards and to aid himin keeping the 
official record of his administration hid- 
den from the Municipal Assembly, the 
press and the people. 

That resolution was the culmination of 
a year of most remarkable effort on the 
part of city officials to shield the details of 
the City Collector’s administration from 
public scrutiny. 

On the 8th of February last, when the 
City Comptroller and the School Board 
were both cramped for means by a falling 
off in the collections, the Post-Dispaton 
compared the official report of collections 
for 1890 with the report for 1885, and 
showed that, in spite of the great increase 
in all lines of business, there had been a 
decrease in license-tax collections of 
$211,628 in 1890 as compared with 1885, 
leaving dramshop licenses out of the com“ 
parison on account of the change increas- 
ing that tax from 5100 to $600. Collector 
ZIEGENHEIN’s only public explanation of 
this was his statementin an interview that 
the inefficiency and bad management of 
CLAY SEXTON, his predecessor, had run 
collections down so low that it was very 
difficult to bring them up again. 

This showing and explanation certainly 


gave the publica right to call for a more 


detailed official report or for the institution 
by the Mayor and City Council of an offi- 
cial scrutiny of the Collector’s books and 
records. The Mayor publicly promised to 
take action in the premises and to call for 
the information which Oftr ZInrGcENHEIN 
refused to give to the press for publica: 
tion. 

Nothing, however, was dene till the 
Pos?-DIspAToH, after waiting a year, again 
took the matter up and made such a show- 
ing of the Collector’s unlawful method of 
dealing with butchers’ licenses and saloon 
licenses that Councilman ANDERSON in- 
duced the Council tocallon the Collector 
for the long suppressed information. This 
call produced wonderful hurrying and 
scurrying upon the part of the Collector to 
make saloons licensed on creditor on the 
installment plan pay up.

A Hot Conncil Meeting Last Night, With 
Walbridge Absent, But Anderson on 
Deck— The Latter’s Motion for Recon: 
sideration Carried, With Only Hoolan 
and Bensiek Opposing Further Ac 
tion Postponed Until Walbridge Re- 
appears—Czar Ziegenhein’s Waterloo. 


When Councilman W. T, Anderson went ta 
the meeting of the City Connell last night, he 
went with the expectation of having a sig- 
nificant settlement with President Walbridzge 
regarding the strange and hurried action 
taken on the Ziegenhein report at the pre- 
ceding meeting. 

That report had been madeto the Council 
incompliance with a resolution introduced 
by Councilman Anderson, asking fora state- 
ment fully covering the dramshop license de- 
partment ofthe City Coliector’s office. The 
statement had been buried in the Council 
during the absence of Anderson in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Through a remarkable ex- 
hibition of shrewd and obstinate wire- pull 
ing by Prestaent Walbridge the Council had 
been induced to accept the statement as 
complete and satisfactory,’’ despite its 
glaring failure to supply the information 
asked for by the Anderson resolution. It was 
to challenge that strange action, un- 
fairly taken during his ‘abse „ that 
Councilman Anderson entered the Council 
chamber last night. He was prepared to 
show up the Geficiencies of Czar Ziegenhein’s 
statement Ina way that would have caused 
President Walbridge some trouble to explain 
how he (Walbridge) had been able to fini the 
report so complete and satisfactory. 7 

WALBRIDGE KEPT AWAY. 

But Councilman Anderson found that so far 
as a reckoning with President Walbridge was 
concerned, it was not to be had last night. 
The President did not attend the Council 
meeting, being ¢onfined. to his home 
by iliness, it was said. This announcement 
was made as soon as the Council session was 
opened, with Vice-President Sloan in the 
chair, and Councilmen Anderson; Cole, 
Flesh, Hoolan, Bensiek, James, Arnstein, 
Cullinane.

How the Railroads Have Fought Every 
Measure Which the City Has Proposed 
to Secure Greater Safety—The Poplar 
Street Crossing—Ungarded Crossings 
in the Mill Creek Valley. 


Upon thb reorganization of the city govern- 
ment after the adoption of the Scheme and 
Charter the Municipal Assembly passed sev- 
eral ordinances forthe better protection of 
the public at railway crossings. One of these 
bills provided for the erection of bars as safe- 
guards at the crossings. It was a Council 
bill introduced by Moses Fraley, and no ob- 
jection was made to it in either house. The 
necessity of such protection was recognized 
by allthe members, and even the railroad 
companies tacitly consented to the passage 
of the bill. It received Mayor Overstoiz’s 
signature and became a law. In compliance 


with this ordinance, bars were put 
up at all the crossings on 
the Poplar street track, and at 


all of the tracks in the Mill Creek Valley a$ 
far west as Theresa avenue, as also at the 
most dangerous crossings along the river 
tront north and south. This ordinance has 
never been repealed, and should be among 
the revised ordinances. published in 1887, but 
an investigation ofthe volume made yester- 
day by Secretary. Little of the Council and 
several other gentlemen failed to find it. Nor 
could it be foundin the volume published in 
1881, which contained all the ordinances 
compiled under the revision of that year. 
The police authorities look to the revised or- 
dinances as published for their instructions 
as to the enforcement ofthe law, and if an 
ordinance is omitted from the revision no 
effort is made to enforce it. This ordl- 
nance, which was passed some fourteen 
or fifteen years agoisnowa dead letter law, 
and has been for along time. In fact, it has 
been forgotten by a good many people who 
read of itatthe time, and even the police 
seem to have forgotten its existence. 
WOLFINGER’S TEST. 

Previous to the erection of bars at the 
down-town crossings, accidents at them 
were of almost daily occurrence, and partic- 
ularly on Poplar street. Public sentiment 
against the Poplar street track became 80 
strong that an ordinance was passed limiting 
travel over the street to certain hours 
of the night, and imposing other re- 
strictions on it, and when this ordi- 
nance was declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court of the State, another one was 
introduced prohibiting the use of steam asa 
motor power on the street. It was argued 
that the cars could be hauled over the track 
by horses, and the late John A. Wolfinger, a 
member of the House of Delegates at that 
time, offered to prove it. The offer was ac- 
cepted by the railroad company and the test 
was made one afternoon in the presence of 
the Mayor and other city officials and a big 
crowd generally. Six of Wolfinger’s horses 
were hitched to a Pullman 
the levee and some thirty or 

eople then got aboard to make 
oad as heavy as the car would be 
upon arriving in the city jfilled with passen- 

ers. The horses reached the top of the hill, 

ut it was bard work forthem, and very 
slow work, too, and asa result of the test, 
the billwas defeated inthe Assembly. The 
interest of the — tojbe watched 
and cared for, however, as muchas ever by 
the Assembly, and when the Jefferson avenue 
bridge was projected, the rallroad compan- 
les were compelled, much against their will, 
to lower theirtracks several feet for the 
bridge. One of the companies tried to ditch 
an engine Where the city was building a pier, 
to stop work on the bridge, but the gods 
favored the city in the fight and derailed 
the locomotive at another place, where it 
proved no obstruction whatever tothe bridge 
workers. When the Eighteenth street me 
was projected a compromise was effected, the 
Missouri Paci and Wabash roads agreeing 
to contribute handsomely toward the cost or 
bullding the bridgeif they were not com- 

elled to lower their tracks. Ahigh grade 

ridge was bullt, but the raliroad companies 
failed to make good their promise and the city 
had to pay the entire cost of the structure, 
including the long approach at the north 
end made doubly expeasive by the elevation 
ofthe bridge proper. The Missouri Pacific 
also tried to escape paying backthe money 
which St. Louls Connty loaned the company 
for the construction of its road before the 
war, or rather tho money which the company 
realized on bonds issued by the county for 
the benefit of the road on condition that the 
company redeem them at maturity. The 
matter was taken to the SupremecCourt of the 
United States, and under a decision of that 
court the Missouri Pacific was forced to turn 
over $700,000 to the city, which had succeeded 
the county as the owner of the claim. 

Almost everything which the city has ob. 
tained from the railroad companies it has 
had tofight for and generally in the courts, 
and in the — of affording protection to the 
publicon their tracks, the companies have 
done absolutely nothing except what has 
been forced from them, and they will do 
nothing more untilthe Municipal Assembly 
takes action again and passes ordinances 
requiring All raliroad crossings in the city to 
be protected with gates or bars. 

UNGUARDED CROSSINGS, 

In the Mili Creek Valley are a number of 
very dangerous crossings that are not now 
so protected. Many of them in fact have no 
watchmen, and at some crossings, as at 
Sarah street, the watchmen are kept on duty 
only during the day time. Perhaps the most 
dangerous crossing inthecity at present is 
the one at Theresa avenue. here are nearly 
a score of tracks there and they are used by 
seven different roads. The through pass- 
enger trains of the Iron Mountain 
run over them, as do doth freight 
and paseonger trains ofthe Missouri Pacific 
Frisco, Oak Hill, Colorado and Keokuk 
Northwestern roads and most of the passen- 
gor trains ofthe Wabash. Then there is a 
great deal of switching done in this part of 
the city and during portions of the day 
trains are crossing Theresa avenue con- 
stantly, every two or three minutes, in fact. 
There are several large warehouses and 
manufactories in the vicinity and the wagon 
traue is enormous during the day. Only 
one watchman is stationed there and 
he is supposed to keep a look out for all trains 
onthe twenty or more tracks spread out 
over the valley which at this point is nearly 
1,000 feet wide. There is no lookout house at 
the crossing, and the old watchman sta- 
tioned there has todo his watching on the 
roadway with his view often wholly or par- 
tially obstructed by a passingtrain. If heis 
onone side of the Valley and sees a train 
comingon a track at the other side, 
it is ten to one that he would not 
get there in time to warn an approaching 
wagon Ov Carriage on Theresa avenue, There 
are no bars or gates that he can let down or 
Close, and itseems almost miraculous that 
this crossing has not had more accidents 
than it has. Theresa avenue is the first 
street east of Grand, and Cabanne street, the 
next crossing west of Grand avenue, is pro- 
tected no better. There isa day watchman 
here who ts meres by a night watchman in 
the evening, but the crossing has no gate.

The Ex- 
ecutive Committee consists of a ral 
road director, four manufacturers, who, 
like Mr. Nelson, practice the system in 
their business, and a professor of political 
economy in a Pennsylvania college. The as 
soetatioh thus brings together men of science 
and men of business, who desire the exten- 
sion of profit-sharing and kindred systems of 
uniting the interests of employers and em- 
loyes. It is their intention to establish, a 
parent of information for the benefit of firms 
interested in profit sharing, and by various 
publications and addresses before commer- 
cial and other clubs to promote the discus- 
sion and extension of this industrial reform.
